THE HAWAIIAN TREATY. 
The Gentieman fromthe Isiands Makes an 
Explanation. 

Wasutxerox, January 4.—Mr. Carter, the 
liawaiian minister, in a conversation with a 
re presentative s of the associated press, said 
{o-dey that while several of the eastern papers 
in discussing the Hawaiian treaty and its pro- 
weed extension, had treated the subject with 
justice, yet much that had been written and 
said adverse to the treaty had been based 
upon a misapprehension of the facts. The 
value ofsucha treaty tothe United States 

as such, he said, that whenever it hud been 
discussed before cither house of congress, or 
before the committees, if had in every instance 
been sustained. As evidence of the advanta- 
ges derived by Americans from the treaty, he 
stated that the American export trade to the 
islands had, under it, grown from almost noth- 
ing to four million dollars a year. The im- 
port and export trade of the islands was prac- 
tically in American hands. ‘The ecutire ship- 
ping end commercial plant engaged in tae 
trade with the islands was of American own- 
ership, while. the inter-island tratlic was car- 
chiefly by American merchants 
“with American capital 
and ships builtin the United States. The 
greater portion of the banking capital used ia 
the islands was borrowed from the United 
States, and the ruling rate of interest gpaid 
upon it was ten per cent. It was estimate he 
said, that $20,000,000 of, American capital was 
‘nvested in the islands, and that six-sevenths 
of it was created by and through the treaty.

A MURDERER’S HUNTING GROUND, 


Zwo Italian Laborers Found Buried Near 
Syracuse, 

Syracuse, N. Y., January 4.—On Wednes- 
day afternoon two boys, while hunting rabbits 
in a thicket two miles east of Savannah, a vil- 
lage on the West Shore road, thirty-five miles 
West of Syracuse, found a numberjof papers, 
written for the most. part in Italian. On ex- 
amingdion these were found to be letters, pass- 
ports, receipts for money and registered letters, 
certificates of deposit and the like. Con- 


tinuing their search, the boys found 
# mound which looked like a grave and which 
when opened revealed eight inches from the 
surface the naked body of an Italian about for- 

The body lay face downward.

The throat was cui and the skull crushed in. 
The remains were tound to be those of Livigue 


Jupttnio, who was knewn in the West Shore 


gang, in which he worked, aa No, 213. Near 
by was found a rusty knife covered with dried 
bleod stains. The corpse evidently had laia 
there twoor three months. 

_ Coroner Livingstone, of Clyde, empanelled a 
jury, but adjourned the case indefinitely to 
werk up clews. Yesterday he went to the place 
#nd ordered the remains exhumed, Directly 
ubderneath Luptonio’s body was. found anoth- 
er, scinewhat larger, also lying tace down- 
ward and also with its throat eut and skull 
crushed. The second body was that of an Ital- 
jam about fifty-five years old. The remains 
were buried in the cemetery near Savannah. 
Thefnen were undoubtedly murdered for their 
macney. The coroner is said to have an impor- 
tantclew to the murders. The Italians are 
said to have done their banking business with 
a Denk of New York. Their financial transac- 
tiens will be traced, 

The mystery bas excited the intensest ex- 
ciementin the village, The place where 
hedies were discovered is a wild, isolated tract, 
overgrown by a tangled thicket of underbrush 
growing in aswamp near the Seneca river. 
Several months ago acompany of two or three 
hundred Jialian Iaborers, employed by the 
West Shore road, lived there. It is thought 
that many more myeteries of the same nature 
will be uncovered. Near the grave were evi- 
dences of a fire wiftre the murdered men 
cooked their meals and entertained their 
friends. An interpretation of the papers found 
near the grave will be necessary to establish 
the exact residences of the men in Italy.

THE DEAD OF SPAIN. 


PICKING UP THE CORPSES OF THE 
LATE EARTHQUAKE, 


Hundre¢s of Dead Bodies {Lying Throughout the 
Provinces—Traces of the Reeent London Ex- 
plerion—The Gossip of the Continental 
Capitals--An Anarchist Meeting. 


Mapnip, January 4.—Committees are being 
fermed throughout the country to receive and 
distribute contributions for the relief of the 
sufferers inthe districts recently visited by 
the earthquake shocks. The king has sub- 
scribed $8,600; the queen $2,000 and Infante 
Isabel $1,000 for their relief, and the bal- 
ance of the fund raised for 
the Murcia flood sufferers has been 
devoted to the same purpose. Official statistics 


'_-*.s 


show that up to the present time 6,730 corpses 
have been recovered fromthe ruins in the 
previnee of Granada. Two hundred and sixty- 
nine bodies have been recovered in Alhama, 
in which city 1,400 houses were destroyed. 
At Albunuelas 160 persons were kilfed and 260 
injured, and at Arenas de! Rey 135 were killed. 

Additional shocks of earthquake have oc- 
curred in various parts of the southern proy- 
inces. At Loia, Alhama, Jaenveles, and Ma- 
lagn, fissure in the earth have appeared. A 
great panic prevails among the inhabit- 
ants owing tothe continuance of the shoeks. 
The people throughout Peripa, Granada and 
Malsga sleep in railway trains or occupy tents. 
At night they congregate about huge bonfires. 
Iicligious processions are frequent. Ln some vil- 
lages the inhabitants are suffering from famine. 
The bodies of unburied. victims are beginning 
to decompose. The ruins of Alhama present 
in iinposing appearance. The upper portion 
of the town was built upon a bill, and fell on 
the lower portion in the valley. The bodies of 
over three hundred victims already have been 
recovered. Ten thousand head. of cattle were 
killed. 

Ail the public buildings were demolished. 
Seven thousand wean are camped in the 
fields, and hold religious services in the open 
air. ‘The engincers report that the remaining 
houses at Albunuelas are in 
n dangerous condition, and it 
wiil be necessary to blow them up in order to 
insure public safety. A meeting has been 
held by the military and literary societies,and 
clubs and the journalists of Madrid, at which 
it was decided to raise‘a relief fund forthe 
benefit of the sufferers.

While an exile in New Caledonia he saw 
within six months ten prisoners who were 
undergoing solitary confinement become in- 
cane,several of whem died. He says the system 
of solitary confinement is the worst and most 
revolting of punishments, and aniounts virtu- 
ally to torture.
